citizen of the t-nited States (or that you have declared your in-
tention to become a citizen conformably to the laws of the United 
States on the subject of naturalization); that you have resided 
in this state one year next preceding this election; that you are 
now a resident of this town or ward or village (as the case may 
be), and have Nen for the last ten days; that you have not voted 
at this election, that you have not made any bet or wager or be-
come directly or inaireetly interested in any bet or wager de-
pending upon the result of this election, and that you are not 
on eny other ground disqualified to vote at this election. 

SECTION 1. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 633. 
AN ACT to repeal subsections 1, 9, and 10 of section 38, and 

section 40; to amend subsections 6, 7, and 8 of section 38; and 
to create subsections 1, 9, 10, 17, 18, and 19 of section 38 of 
the statutes; providing separate ballots for general elections 
and prescribing the forms thereof. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsections 1, 9, and 10 of section 38, and sec-

tion 40, of the statutes are hereby repealed. 
SECTION 2. There is added to section 38 of the statutes a new 

subsection to read : (Section 38.) 1. There shall be printed 
and provided for use in each precinct at general elections a 
separate ballot upon which shall be printed the names of all 
candidates for state, congressional, legislative, and county offices. 

SECTION 3. Subsections 6, 7, and 8 of section 38 of the stat-
utes are amended to read: (Section 38.) 6. All offices to be 
filled, together with the names of the persons who are candidates 
for such offices, shall be arranged within the columns in the fol-
lowing order : first, state offices; second, congressional offices; 
third, legislative offices; fourth, county offices. * * *. 

* * 7. At the top of each ballot shall be placed in let-
ters of not less than three-eighths of an inch in length the words: 
"official ballot." Underneath the words "official ballot" and in 
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plain, legible type 511011appear the following instructions to 
voters: ''I t yon desife lo YOlie 	party lielet for slale, 
congressional, legislative , and cortni:,, ,  offices, "' " 	make a 
cross (X) or other mark in the circle (0) under the party desig-
nation at the head or the ballot. T you desire to vote for par-

CHAPTER 634. 
AN ACT to amend subsections 2 and 3 of section 376 of the 

statutes, and to create a new subsection of section 376 of the 
statutes, all relating to the state historical society, and mak-
ing an appropriation therefor. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsections 2 and 3 of section 376 of the statutes 

are amended to read : (Section 376.) 2. And for the purpose 
of aiding in the performance of said duties, and for heating, 
lighting, and otherwise maintaining the state historical library 
building there is hereby annually appropriated to said society 
the sum of twenty * * Seren thousand dollars. Any bal-
ance of said annual appropriation not expended in any one year 
may be added to the expenditures of the next ensuing year. 

3. For the purpose of purchasing .books, periodicals, maps, 
manuscripts, and kindred articles for its reference library, there 
is hereby annually appropriated to the state historical society 
of Wisconsin, as trustee of the state, the sum of * • • 
seven thousand dollars, out of any moneys in the state treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. Any balance not expended in any 
one year may be added to the expenditures of the next ensuing 
year. 

SECTION 2. There is added to section 376 of the statutes a 
new subsection to read : (Section 376) 5. For the purpose of 
more efficiently equipping and administering its museum of eth-
nology, history, and art, and of conducting field research in his-
tory within and for the state of Wisconsin, there is hereby an-
nually appropriated to the state historical society of "Wisconsin, 
as trustee of the state, the sum of two thousand dollars out of 
any moneys in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
Any balance not expended in any one year may be added to 
the expenditures of the next ensuing year.
